Immediately 
after 
announcement 
Friday of the appointm ent of Colonel 
Kdgar E. Davis, of the quarterm as­ 
te r’* departm ent at W ashington, as 
superintendent of the Battlefield at 
Gettysburg, a movement was launc hed 
locally to give Colonel and Mrs. Davis 
a public reception when they come to 
G ettysburg to take up their perm a­ 
nent residence here soon afte r July I. 
It is proposed to have the reception 
take the form of a subscription ban­ 
quet in which all citizens of the com­ 
munity who care to may join. 
Ap­ 
pointment of a committee to arrange 
the details of the reception, and invi­ 
tation to the guests of honor,' is ex­ 


p e c te d within the next few days. 
It 
is likely th at the Chamber of Com­ 
merce directors will sponsor the recep­ 
tion. 
Those who have proposed the recep­ 
tion to Colonel and Mrs. Davis state 
that United States Senator David A. 
Heed, of Pittsburgh, who has display­ 
ed keen interest in the battlefield here 
in the past and whose influence is be­ 
lieved to have been largely responsible 
for the appointm ent of Colonel Davis 
as superintendent here, will be invited 
to attend and m ake an address. 
Colonel Jam es K. P. Scott, soldier 
and historian, greeted the announce­ 
ment of Colonel Davis’ appointm ent 
with genuine pleasure and declared 
him to be highly qualified in every 
respect to 
broaden the 
policies and 
activities of the late Colonel 
EL 
B. 
Cope, who, until his recent death, suc­ 
cessfully 
supervised 
battlefield a f ­ 
fairs as Colonel Davis’ predecessor. 
M ‘Double 
EL’ Davis,” as Colon*’ 
Scott intim ately referred to Colonel 
Davis, “ is a go-getter and ho can be 
depended upon to supervise affairs in 
the local office in a manner th a t will 
prove highly gratifying to all inter­ 
ested in the preservation and beautify­ 
ing of the battlefield and the improve­ 
ment of its highways. 
“ He is intimately acquainted with 
the battlefields here,” Colonel Scott 
added, “and his interest is genuine, 
and (loop rooted. 
It wras my happy 
privilege to spend most of four days 
going over the field with Colonel Davis 
last summer, and I found him to be 
a diplomat and a scholar, fam iliar 
in every detail 
with ‘what they did 
here’ and at the same time a most a d ­ 
mirable companion and conversation­ 
alist, and a ‘hail fellow' well met.’ 
I 
have no hesitancy in predicting that 
the people of G ettysburg are going 
to like Colonel Davis, and his ad­ 
ministration is certain 
to 
he 
most 
successful. 
Now that we have him 
here, we must keep him, regardless 
of promotions he is certain to receive 
in the service on the strength of his 
accomplishments.” 
It is expected that Colonel Davis 
will he in G ettysburg within the next 
few days on 
a “flying trip ” from 
W ashington to look over the situation.

Confederate soldiers were

cemeteries in the south. 
Question— Near w hat 
county-seat, 
several years ago, was found a “John 
Brown pike”— the primitive weapon 
with which John Brown armed his 
forces prior to the raid on H arper's 
F'erry ? 
A ns w e r—N ear 
Mc Connel I sbu rg, 
Fulton county. 
Question— Do purchasers 
of auto. 
mobiles 
continue to pay a tax oc­ 
casioned by the war with G erm any? 
Answer—Yes. 
Question— Suppose the state used 
letters instead of numerals on its au­ 
tomobile license tags. 
How m any 
different ctmibinations could he a r ­ 
ranged in series of five before the 
possible arrangem ents wrere exhaust­ 
ed and it became necessary to use six 
letters. 
Answer— If letters w’ere used in­ 
stead of numbers on automobile li­

Legality of 500 Marriages 
A t Gretna Green Questioned 


Superintendent of Methodist Conference Says 
‘•Marrying Parson” at Elkton, Maryland. Is 
Without License to Tie the Nuptial 
Knot and Thereby Hangs a Tale. 


Elkton, Md., Juno 2.".— (Al*)—The 
legality of m arriage ceremonies esti­ 
mated at 500 performed 
since 
J a n ­ 
uary I by the Rev. Richard T. Westien, 
“ m arrying parson”, has been brought 
into question through the declaration 
of Superintendent J. M. Colona, of the 
Wilmington district of the Methodist 
, Episcopal conference, that Westien is 
without orders of that church and 
therefore 
unqualified 
to 
solemnize 
marriages. 
F’or the second time, the Rev. Dr. 
Colona has requested the state's a t­ 
torney to halt Mr. W estien’s activities. 
On the first occasion, the attorney ob- 


, tained copies of W estien’s orders and 
forwarded them to the superintendent. 
Doctor Colona in turn sent the papers 
to Bishop McDowell, in W ashington. 
The Bishop yesterday delivered an 
opinion that as a result of W estien’s 
conviction by a ju ry of clergymen in 
1921 on charges of “ high impudence 
and commercializing the solemn phase 
of m arriage” when the orders were 
cancelled, the orders became the prop­ 
erty of the church, leaving him w ith­ 
out standing as a Methodist Episcopal 
minister. 
At the time of his trial Westien de­ 
clined to surrender his orders. 
He 
i retired however to his farm near here.

Leonard Shoaler, 10-year-old son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Martin Shealer, Fourth 
street, was discharged from the W ar­ 
ner hospital this afternoon after being 
adm itted for treatm ent when he was 
struck by an automobile Friduy morn­ 
ing, on York street.

Corporal Snyder, of the state po­

From the versatile pen of a Civil 
war soldier and a scholar has come 
“The Story of the Battles at G et­ 
tysburg" in three attractively bound 
volumes which are offered to the pub­ 
lic for the first time. 
Widely known 
as a student of the Civil War, Colonel 
James K. I*. S co tt‘has spent the last 
15 years in Gettysburg studying the 
decisive battles fought here and the 
three volumes represent the labor of 
those years. 
It is safe to say that he 
has tram ped over every foot of the 
HiOO acres comprising the Gettysburg 
hat Ie ti cid and that he is more familiar 
with the technical and human interest 
events of the battles here than 
any 
other man ever has been or ever will 


Im *. 
His work is at once authorita­ 
tive and highly interesting reading. 
Colonel Scott has engaged 
in 
this 
work out of pure love of the labor en­ 
tailed and within the covers of his 
three volumes he has given to p o s ­ 
terity a treatise to be studied and 
cherished. 
Many persons who have 
been fam iliar with 
Colonel 
Scott’s 
work have been eagerly awaiting for 
months the opportunity to peruse his 
hooks, and they will hail this an­ 
nouncement with genuine pleasure of

Scarce At E'irst Big

Everything from new potatoes to 
puppy dogs was offered for sale at 
the first “b ig ” m arket of the season, 
this morning. 
Potatoes, newly dug, 
brought 15, 18 and 25 cents a q uarter 
peck and the six-weeks old German 
police dogs, two of them, were of­ 
fered for $10 and $15 dollars each. 
The straw berry seekers got in their 
work early and cleaned out all offered 
on the stands long before 8 o’clock. 
Prices ranged from 15 cents a box to 
two boxes for 25 cents. 
While on 
Tuesday the amount of berries offer­ 
ed was the greatest of the season, 
there was little demand, 
hut 
this 
morning, with the crop on the wane, 
theiv was a rush to buy the w inter’s 
supply of jam and preserves by house­ 
wives. 
Cherries are a scarce 
commodity 
this year and what few offerings were 
to be seen brought 20 cents a box and 
their quality was not nearly so good 
as in form er years. 
The wet weather 
has caused the fruit to be spotted and 
about half as profuse as in former 
years. 
Live spring chickens, chiefly leg­ 
horns, were selling at 50 cents apiece, 
averaging about two pounds weight, 
while 
the 
dressed 
stewing 
hens 
brought 28 and 32 cents a pound. 
A sparagus was plentiful at 15 and 
20 cents a hunch, fresh green peas at 
30 cents a half peck anti onions and 
rubbarb at 5 cents a bunch. 
Let­ 
tuce in the best of condition was sell­ 
ing two bunches for 5 cents and goose­ 
berries brought IO cents a box. 
F’ggs brought 24 cents and butter cider,t. 
45 and 50 cents a pound. 
Flowers in large quantities sold at 
various prices and young potted plants 
and ferns were to be found tm many 
of the stands. 
Cabbage plants sold 
at IO cents a dozen.

Harrisburg, (A P)—When Governor 
Fisher approved the measure increas­ 
ing salaries of legislators from $2,500 
to $3,000 and permitting weekly mile­ 
age payments at the rate of five cents 
a circular mile, the cost for a fifteen 
weeks’ session was increased by al­ 
most $200,000. 
The 
total 
mileage paid the 258 
members of the senate and house of 
representatives for the 1927 session 
was on the basis of 83,200 miles. 
Under the old law the members re­ 
ceived 30 cents a circular mile for one 
trip from their homes to the capitol. 
The legislators have been receiving 
$2,500 for a regular session since 1919 
when the salary was increased from 
$1,500, which had been effective since 
1885. 
In the 1929 session 25 mem­ 
bers of the senate will he holdovers 
and consequently ineligible to 
re­ 
ceive the increase, leaving it appli­ 
cable to 233 members of the general 
assembly, at an added cost to the 
state of $116,500. 
All members of 
the house are elected biennially and 
they as well as the 25 senators to be 
elected in 1928 will receive the new 
salary.
